“*T say millions of dollars have 
been made by the raising ‘of 
grades on grain going into pri- 
vate elevators, in handling grain, 
that the Grain Act and the act 
of 1912 never contemplated. lor 
every dollar made by the mixing 
houses the producer received 
less than five cents, and I think 
this is a form of business your 
commission should seriously con- 
sider putting a stop to,’’ Mr. 
Langley said. 

The witness claimed mixing an in- 
ferior article with a superior one did 
not preserve the superior quality. 
He insisted that the grain going out 
is “skimmed,” and this Svas con- 
tributed to by the system of select- 
ing cars and diverting them to pri- 
vate elevators and millers. New 
grades are created when the gra.a 
passes through private’ elevators. 
The low grades going in thave di- 
minished and the high grades have 
increased, and the witness held the 
private elevators responsible,

IN PRIMARIES 


President Has Lead Over 


Senator Johnson in 
State Voting 


DETROIT, Mich., April 8. — The 


overwhelming victory of Calvin 
Coolidge on the Republican ticket, 
the apparent defeat of Senator Bood- 
bridge N. Ferris by Henry Ford on 
the Democratic ballot—these were 
today's outstanding featurés of Mon- 
day's state wide presidential pri- 
mary. 

Each additional tabulation of re- 
turns served to increase the lead of 
President Coolidge over Senator 
Hiram W. Johnson, of California,— 
2,105 of the state's 2,890 precincts 
giving Coolidge 172,066 and John- 
son 76,114. Coolidge supporters to- 
night were claiming a _ plurality 
freater than 100,000 votes when 
completed returns are recetved, 

Yord's advantage over Ferris was 
narrow, 2,060 precincts giving him 
a lead of only 2,633, 

CHICAGO, April 8 — President 
Coolidge tonight, on early returns 
from today’s preferential primary 
vote, was leading Senator Johnson, 
of California, by 2,200 votes in 772 
precincts out of 6,668. 

In the race for governor, Len 
Small attained 75,965 votes to Es- 
sington's 63,517 in 725 precincts, tn. 
eluding 500 in the metropolitan area

“Edmonton has a real develop. 
ment opportunity at its doors,, said 
Mr, Draper, who spoke on the tar 
sands. “All that is required is for 
someone to give encouragement to 
her citizens, 

Offers Help. 

“LT am not in the road building 
line, My many interests in the Mast 
and elsewhere prevent me engaging
